out blemiſh. So ought men to love their wives 
as their awn bodies : he that loveth his wife, 
loveth himſelf. For no man ever yet hated his 
own fleſh, but nouriſheth and cheritheth it, even 
as the Lord the Church : for we are members 
of his body, of his fleſh, and of his bones, For 
this cauſe ſhall a man leave his father and his 
mother, and ſhall be joined unto his wife, and 
two ſhall be one fleſh. This is a great 
myſtery, but I ſpeak concerning, Chriſt and the 
Church. Nevertheleſs, let every one of you 
in particular ſo love his wife, even as himſelf. 
Likewiſe the {ame Saint Paul, writing to the 


Coloſſians, ſpeaketh thus to all men that are 


married, Husbands, love your wives, and be 
not bitter againſt them. 


Hear alſo what Saint Peter the Apoſtle of

Hitherto ye have heard the duty of the hus. 
band toward the wife, Now likewiſe, ye wives, 
hear and learn your duties toward your hus. 
bands, even as it is plainly ſet forth in holy 
Scripture. 

Saint Paul, in the aforenamed Epiſtle to the 
Epheſians, teacheth you thus; Wives, ſubmit 
gp unto your own husbands as unto 

e Lord. For the husband is the head of the 
wife, even as Chriſt js the head of the Church: 
and he is the Savour of the body. Therefore 
as the Church is ſubje&t unto Chriſt, ſo let the 
wives be to their own husbands in every thing. 
And again he ſaith, Let the wife ſee that the 
reverence her husband. 

And in his Epiſtle to the Coloſſians, Sain 

Paul giveth you this ſhort leſſon, Wives ſud 
mit yourſelves unto your own husbands, as it 
is fit in the Lord. 

Saint Peter alſo doth inſtruct you very well, 
thus ſaying, Ye wives, be in ſubjection to your 
own husbands; that if any obey not the word, 
they alſo may without the word be won by the 
converſation of the wives ; while they behold 

our chaſte converſation coupled with fear, 

hoſe adorning let it not be that outward 
adorning of plaiting the hair, and of wearing 
of gold, or of . on of apparel ; but let it 
be the hidden man of the heart, in that which 
is not corruptible, even the ornament of a meek 
and quiet ſpirit, which is in the ſight of God 
of great price. For after this manner in the 
old time the holy women alſo, who truſted in 
God, adorned themſetves, being in ſubjection

ing they may, in caſe of ſudden Vifitation, have 
the leſs cauſe to be diſquieted for lack of the ſame. 
But if the fick perſon be nat able to come to the 
Church, and yet is deſirous to receive the Com- 
munion4n his houſe ; then be muſt give timely 
no ice to the Curate, ſignifying. alſo how many 
there are to communicate with him(which ſhall 
be three or tu at the leaſt) and hawine a con- 
wvenient place in the fick Man's bouſe, with all 
things neceſſary ſo prepared, that the Curate 
may reverently miniſter, he ſhall there celebrate 
the holy Communion, beginning with the Callect, 
Epiſtle, and Goſpel here foll»wwing.
